UNION JACK HISTORY. 


Curious Points About the Ranner of Great 
Britain and Jreland. 


Letter to the Editor of the London Daily News | 
é We are all familiar with the white, blue and | 
The | rea ensigns, and with the union jack which 


occupics the upper quarter nearest the flag 
staff. The white ensign has the red cross of 
St. George in addition to the union jack. 
Without the jack this white cnsign with a red 
cross represents our old national flag aa it ex- 
sted from the time of Richard J. until after 
the death of Elizabeth. This red cross flag, 
he banner of St. George, appears to have 
been chosen by the Soldier King in honor of 
the saint who was the patron ot soldiers, It 
remained for more than 400 years the flag 
under which the English warriors fought on 
land and on sea. When James 71. of Scot- 
land succeeded Elizabeth, the Scotch had a 
national flag. That a’so*was r cross, but it 
was shaped differently from hat of St. 
George, and was known as the cross of St 
Andrew. The ground of the Seotch flag 
was blue, and its cross was white. To mark 
the union of the two kingdoms under one 
sovereign the national banner underwent a 
change, although Segtland still retained its 
separate Parliament. In the new flag the two 
banners of England and Scotland were unit- 
ed. There appeared in it the ollique white 
cross of St, Andresy on the blhie ground, and 
the réd cross of St. (reorge on aw hite margin, 
worked in the blue field. The King was ac 


customed to sign his name in the French form 
of James, *‘Jacaus 3.” He was, in fact, the 
Union Jacques, or, a3 we innproperly pro 
nounce it Jack, Forlocal purposes the Scotch 
still continued to use the white St. Andrew's 
cross on the blue field and the English the 


red cross on the white field. It was stated by 
royal proclamation in 16% that ‘‘whereas sone 
difference hath arisen between our subjects of 
South and North Britain, traveling by seas, 
about the bearing of their flags. For 
the avoiding of all such contentions 
hereafter we have, with the advice of 
our council, ordered that from henveforth 
all our subjects of this Isle and Kingdom of 
Great Brittain and the members thereof shall 
bear in mind maintop the Red Cross, com- 
monly called St. George’s eross, and the 
White cross, Cé mmonly called St.
